Sierra Madre Police Dept, asked The News 
to warn older people in this foothill area of 
a way three suspects are burglarizing elderly 
females. 

According to the police, a suspect driver 
will drop off a female suspect near the vic¬ 
tim’s residence. This female su.spect usually 
walks down a neighboring residence driveway 
to the rear yard and enters the victim’s 
residence through an unlocked door while the 
victim is gardening in front of her residence. 

The suspect removes jewelry and silver¬ 
ware from the residence and exits the property 
via the neighbor’s driveway. 

The female suspect then walks down the 
street where she is picked up by the suspect 
vehicle. 

Suspect descriptions, provided by the local 
police department, follow: 

— White female, 5’6,” 30 years old, heavy 
set, brown hair, wearing tan pants, possibly 
knickers, and possibly a tan turban, speaking 
with Middle Eastern accent. 

— White female, 5’5”, 30 years old, heavy 
set, brown hair, tan clothing, often wearing a 
floppy hat with flowers on brim. 

— Male, possibly Mexican or Middle Eastern, 
40-50 years old, dark hair with gray flecks, 
usually the driver of the vehicle. 

The above females, according to police, 
change to different styles of clothing for each 
incident. 

The suspect vehicles are one of two, 
either a green or blue sedan, Lincoln or General 
Motors product, or a dark brown or maroon 
sedan. 

All seniors should be aware of this ac¬ 
tivity and if suspects such as these arc observed, 
the police department should be contacted 
immediately by calling 355 1414. 

Police caution seniors they must not at¬ 
tempt to aprehend these suspects in any way. 
Just contact the police and let them lollow 
through. __

Eighty fifth graders now attending Sierra Ma¬ 
dre School will be affected by the decision by the 
Pasadena School Board to transfer sixth graders 
in the district into a middle school situation with 
seventh and eighth graders, beginning in Septem¬ 
ber, 1985. This configures the elementary schools 
to K - 5 curriculum, explained Kathryn Nack, presi¬ 
dent of the board. 

Many Sierra Madre parents are unhappy about 
the plan which warrants their children riding pub¬ 
lic buses to schools in Pasadena, probably either 
Marshall or Eliot since they are more easily reached 
than Wilson, according to Sierra Madre School 
Principal Tom Clendenen. He hastened to add that 
there was no specific information about which 
school next year’s sixth graders would attend, 
however. 

Clendenen told The News, “The problem is 
space. Our elementary schools are really packed 
out. Right now in our kindergarten we have twice 
as many students as in our sixth grades. And as 
those students move up in the grades, the school 
gets bigger and bigger.” 

Marjorie Wyatt, whose school board term ends 
in May, 1985, said, “1 don’t think any of us 
realized the elementary crunch would be as large 
as it is.” 

The middle school plan outlined by Wyatt fol¬ 
lows: 

— It creates three, 6 - 8 grade middle schools, 
Eliot, Wilson and Marshall. 

— It consolidates K - 6 fundamental schools, Don 
Benito and Washington, on one site, Don Benito. 

— It maintains three regular high schools (schools 
within schools) at the present sites, Blair, Muir and 
Pasadena l4igh School. 

— It keeps fundamental and alternative choices 
by retaining 7-8 fundamental grades at the Mar¬ 
shall site and locating 9-12 Marshall Fundamental 
at PHS. It locales alternative K - 12 on “C” campus 
(east of Morengo) at Blair. 

— It saves $2,193,(XX) over a five-year period. 

— It commits to sale or lease district property to 
raise at least $5 million. That probably includes 
the education center property, that around PHS 
and north of Franklin and more to be decided. 

— It calls for a full day of kindergarten wherever

possible. That would make the K day the same 
length as first grade and give space for after- 
school child care. 

The News asked Wyatt why the proposed re¬ 
configuration plan originally scheduled for five 
years was cut to two, and she answered, “The 
option is to reopen on a staggered basis the ele¬ 
mentary schools already closed or to go to the 
middle school configuring which will help us 
educationally. Schools, K - 6, are the only ones 
changed and that is by moving the sixth graders. 
We went to the middle school plan because if we 
had to reopen an elementary school every two years, 
we’d have to reconfigure the entire district every 
two years. This way there’s no elementary redis- 
tricling in sight. We won’t change the district 
areas.” 

The middle school is not a new idea. Board 
President Kathryn Nack explained. She added that 
discussion had begun for the secondary level since 
there were “1800 excess seats” in the 7 - 12 grade 
level. “We anticipated 200 more students K - 6 
over last year and came up with 3(X) more stu¬ 
dents. We had to add trailers because of the bur

Firemen’s 63rd annual dance

How to raise 
caring kids 


Geraldine Ferraro said she enjoyed every 
minute of the campaign. That’s because when 
you’re talking you don’t have to listen. 


Raising children who are helpful, con¬ 
siderate, and sensitive to the needs of 
others Is no easy task. An article In 
the October issue of PTA Today, the 
National PTA’s magazine, offers sug¬ 
gestions for how parents can teach child¬ 
ren to care about others. 

According to Thomas Lickona, a pro¬ 
fessor and developmental psychologist, 
and author of the article, the following 
Ideas can help parents raise caring child¬ 
ren: 

— Use the power of positive example. 
Parents can Influence children’s moral 
development by setting a good example, 
and by using sources such as children’s 
books that feature kind and caring charac¬ 
ters. At the same time, parents should 
limit children’s exposure to bad examples. 
One way Is by controlling television view¬ 
ing. 

— Qlve children plenty of love. Build a 
strong bond of love between parent and 
child by spending time together. It will 
help children value themselves, and in 
turn learn to value others. 

— Foster a caring atmosphere in the 
home. Share and discuss everyday ex¬ 
periences at the dinner table. When con¬ 
flicts arise within a family, try to solve 
them fairly. In a way that meets every¬ 
one’s needs. When problems develop out¬ 
side the family, members can offer sup¬ 
port to one another. 

— Give children responsible family roles. 
(A Harvard study shows that the more 
responsibilities children are assigned, the 
more they learn to care for others). To 
become a contributing family member, 
youngsters can share the housekeeping, 
help in the kitchen, care for a pen, play 
with or read to a younger sister or brother, 
or pitch in on the yard work, gardening 
or house repair. 

— Extend caring beyond the family. Teach 
children to become responsible members 
of the neighborhood by shoveling snow 
or cutting the grass for elderly neighbors. 
Children can contribute to the community 
by working for causes or charities. 

— Sensitize children to other’s feelings. 
Help children understand the hurt of a 
child who is locked out of a game or 
made fun of by others. Tell children that 
putdowns hurt people inside where you 
can’t see it, but it’s real. Teach them to 
put themselves in the other person’s 
shoes.

ly give no trouble. 

Unfortunately, some of these blends do 
give trouble. With 86% wool and 14% silk, 
these fabrics are constructed so that a pure 
dye silk yarn runs lengthwise, and a yarn- 
dyed wool runs crosswise. 

Because of low strength solk yarns, break¬ 
age occurs at points of strain. That’s when 
fine silk fibers work to the surface at points 
of folding or creasing. Sometimes the wool 
yarn works to the surface in the form of lilllc 
“pills.” And some fabrics shift or slip yarn 
where they’ve been darted, tucked or seamed. 
And depending on manufacture, there may be a 
variable amount of shrinkage. 

Here’s what to do when buying: 
get items with deep, finished seams; 
this prevents fraying. 

— get a looser fit; this prevents separation 
at line of seams. 

— allow for freedom of movement; this 
lessens strain in use. 

And choose a cleaner whose knowledge 
and ability has been established by the quality 
of his cleaning.

geoning enrollment.” 

She said she understands parents’ concern 
about sixth graders moving to another campus. 
“I don’t find that a threat, based on what’s hap¬ 
pened over the last few years. I think there are 
going to have to be parent discussions with children 
and administrators. Children must be taught how to

through a training program through the adminis¬ 
tration and with parental support — it has to 
be a combination. And the PTA is a very good 
vehicle for working it out. There will be parents 
who are uncomfortable bccau.se of it. I understand 
that. I don’t doubt there will be carpools estab¬ 
lished.” 

Dr. Joseph Zeronian, acting superintendent 
of schools at Pasadena, echoed Nack’s remarks 
and added, “The middle school concept isn’t re¬ 
volutionary. Both public districts and private 
schools around are using the method. We’re hope¬ 
ful the program will be an improvement. We’re 
growing at the rate of 150 to 200 students a year 
attheK-61evel.” 

Zeronian is also a candidate for the office 
of superintendent. Former Siipt. Ramon Cortines 
moved to a Northern California administrative 
position in July. 

Wyatt explained the middle school concept, 
“More and more schools are going 6-8 grade 
combination because it’s good physiologically, emo¬ 
tionally and academically. The plan gives us enough 


flexibility for high achieving and instruction in 
language, science and math by experts. The high 
achiever can move along faster. It gives us an 
opportunity to give our youngsters a ‘leg up’ at a 
faster pace. The middle school al.so has the flexibility 
of a core curriculum in social science, English and 
homeroom.” 

Where will the savings be? Wyatt answered, 
“In the consolidation of Washington and Don 
Benito and also moving the alternative school as 
well as ending the middle school pilot plan which 
will no longer be needed. Money saved will go to 
teachers’ salaries.” 

Washington School that is being closed “is a 
concern to the black children who are being bused 
to Don Benito,” Wyatt said. 

Nack believes sixth graders are old enough to 
ride public buses. “They will be with othe sixth 
graders. Many have ridden regular school buses. 
There will be few others except students on the buses 
because of the hours the students will be riding.” 

Clendenen said, “This year, transportation has 
worked out a lot better with seventh and eighth 
graders. At first, last year, it was a fiasco. Now 
this year doesn’t seem to be quite the problem. Our 
children should adjust fairly well. If our sixth 
graders go to Marshall, they will have only two 
blocks to walk to school after getting off the bus. 
If it’s Eliot, it’s further and they also have to trans¬ 
fer to another bus. Right now Wilson doesn’t have 
good connections. Parents have expressed thfeir 
concerns and it’s an area of legitimate concern. For 
some students it will be OK; for others it will not. 
Overall, I’m ambivalent on it. I remain supportive 
because the board’s made the decision and we’ll 
help parents and students prepare for it.”
